Feft No Concern for Safety 


During Night of Wreck 


Lakehurst, N. J.—M1)—Mrs. Marga- 


ret Ross Lansdowne, •widow of com- 
mander Zachary Lansdowne, captain 
of the Shenandoah, accepted Tuesday 
the Invitation of the naval court of 
Inquiry to appear and make a state- 
ment. 


After the Shenandoah wreck Mrs. 


Lansdowne was quoted as having said 
that Commander Lansdowne was re- 
luctant to make the mid-western'trip 
because of the danger 
of thunder- 


storms and it was for that reason that 
she was Invited to appear as a wit- 
ness. The calling of a woman in an 
inquiry into the loss of a naval ship 
is believed by many officers 'to be 
without precedent. 


That the great airship Shenandoah 


held true to her course in the face of 
gathering clouds in which the respon- 
sible, officers aboard 
believed there 


lurked no menace for the craft, was 
disclosed. Tuesday 
before the naval 


court of inquiry here by^Lleut. Joseph 
B. Anderson, weather expert aboard 
the ship. 
r Describing the-clouds as of much the 
same/ appearance as^those which had 
covered the airship throughout _the 
nlghf-Hrf^ligpt. 2-3;--Lieut. Anderson 
said there was nothing that showed a 
severe storm in the formation and that 
when ttie ship began her first ascent 
no concern was caused to the officers 
in charge. In a few minutes, how- 
ever, it came home to all that the 
craft was In the worst storm she had 
ever encountered. 


FELT SAFE 


So certain were the officers that 


there was nothing dangerous ahead 
that the vessel was turned back to 
her original course after she had been 
turned to the southward when the 
clouds were first noticed. 


"Shortly after the ascent began," 


Lieut. Anderson continued, "we re- 
alized that we were in stronger cur- 
rents than we had thought for they 
were unable to check the rise by 
means of the motors and elevators." 


Commander Lansdowne immediately 


sent Anderson Into the ship from the 
control car with orders from the offi- 
cers to stand by the automatic valves. 
After explaining the ship's situation 
to these officers, Anderson returned to 
the control car to find that the Shenan- 
doah still was rising from one to two 
meters and then was up between 4,000 
and 5,000 feet. 


"At this time," continued Anderson, 


Captain Lansdowne, after hasty con- 
ference with several of the officers on 
watch, ordered the maneuvering valves 
opened. 
With gas being exhausted 


through maneuvering and automatic 
valves, the captain bpgan taking steps 
for the descent which we knew must 
soon follow, so he directed me to go 
Into the keel and pass the word to 
stand by the slip tanks. 


GOT SURPRISE 


"After I had delivered the cap- 


tain's orders I started to return to 
the control oar. 
"When I got to the 


ladder and started down I was sur- 
prised to see that the gas bags which 
had been full and very tight when I 
entered the keel were not flabby at the 
bottom. It is my recollection that we 
continued to descend to about 2,600 
feet and the course had changed to 
the south, but we were still making 
practically no headway over the 
ground. During this descent the cap- 
tain had ordered water ballast dis- 
charged 


"Then began another rapid ascent 


and the elevators and engines were 
again ordered to correct this. It was 
then that I first learned that engine 
trouble had developed, doubtless due 
to the angle' at which the ship had 
been flying. 


"As I recall, the ship rose rapidly 


to about 3.500 feet during which time 
the rudderman was having very great 
difficulty 
holding the ship on its 


course. As near as I can remember, it 
was at about 3,500 feet when the ship, 
which was being held down by the 
nose at a considerable angle, sudden- 
ly nosed over.' Immediately following 
this nosing down the ship started to 
nose up rapidly, when there was a 
sharp grinding and wrenching of the 
girders heard which told us Immedi- 
ately that the ship was breaking some- 
where about midship and at the same 
time there was a momentary Jarring 
or shaking of the control car. 
Some 


one said 'there she goes' I felt the 
ship start to fall rapidly so I turned 
to the ladder and started for the keel: 
Col. Hall had just preceded me." 


Lieutenant Anderson then described 


how girders and 
wires gave way 


aro-ind him on the catwalk and how 
he nnally grabbed the keel and held 
on there as the bow of the ship broke 
away and began to free balloon.

Few people living in the Northwest 


tvill find any reason for disagreeing with 
"The Country Gentleman" when it cred- 
its the county agent system with chang- 
ing agriculture from a slow moving indus- 
try, unresponsive to new methods and new 
ideas to a live alert and quick moving in- 
dustry, ready to shift to new conditions 
and new needs. ' 
. This journal finds the farmers of North 
Dakota jubilant over"their success in in- 
troducing sweet clover throughout the 
state, and in Minnesota alfalfa is forging 
ahead under the drive of the extension 
forces, and bids to exert a marked influ- 
ence upon the agriculture of the entire 
state. 


In this matter of agricultural exten- 


sion work Wisconsin has nothing to apolo- 
gize for. The tremendous increase in the 
alfalfa acreage in "Wisconsin during the 
past few years is one of the notable agri- 
cultural gains of the decade, and we be- 
lieve that it was possible only because of 
the county agent. 


"Wisconsin, now the greatest dairy state 


in the union, was not always so. It had 
to make the change from a one crop state 
to the diversified farming and dairying 
state, and in doing so had to face the same 
problems that are now before the western 
agriculturalists who are still mine farm- 
%rs. The Farmers Institute is perhaps the 
:nost effective means at the hand of the 
county agent. It may not be amiss here 
to recall that the institute idea was born 
in "Wisconsin, and that the first institute 
in the world was held under a law passed 
by the "Wisconsin, legislature in 1885. 


"When it is recalled that the first Insti- 


tutes were occupied by hours of debate on 
the general subject of "Grain Farming 
versus Dairy Farming," something of the 
tremendous progress that has been made 


• in agriculture in this state can be realized. 


'After nearly twenty years spent in argu- 
ment on "Scrubs versus Pure Bred Cat- 
tle," the^ "Merits and Demerits of the 
Silo," the teachings of the Farm Insti- 
tute and the county agent are being ac- 
cepted much more readily than they once 
were. 


It may ^e em to some that farmers take 


foods or the climatic conditions adapted 
to human life were developed.

The testimony by officials of the "Wa- 


bash railroad before the Interstate Com- 
merce commission on the proposed pur- 
chase of the Ann Arbor 'railroad indicates 
that the value of the carf erry routes in di- 
verting traffic away from the congested 
terminal at" Chicago is well recognized by 
Eastern Railroad officials. 
If the testi- 


mony of these officials may be taken at its 
face value, it means that cities situated on 
the west shore of Lake" Michigan, are as- 
sured of direct across lake connections 
with the East in the future, and may -m 
addition look forward to soiae improve- 
ment of this route. 


It is significant and encouraging to 


find that the officers of the Wabash. were 
in agreement with the representatives of 
the "West Bank Lake Michigan ports as to 
the value of the carferry line and the need 
of maintaining it as a principal route to t 
the East from this territory. The ship- 
pers and receivers of freight in this terri- 
tory will feel considerable relief over the 
apparent willingness of the "Wabash offi- 
cials to go on record as to .their plans for 
keeping all routes open to the east that 
are now available over the Ann Arbor, 
and with their^ plans for establishing what 
is equivalent to a single route from the 
west bank' cities to the Niagara frontier. 


"Wisconsin shippers had no interest in 


opposing a consolidation as such, but only 
in ascertaining that the present service is. 
not to be permitted to deteriorate under 
the new owners, with reference to this 
territory. In view of the plans announced 
by the "Wabash officials, and their willing- 
ness to recognize the needs of this terri- 
tory, it is assumed that the shippers will 
welcome the purchase and the additional 
capital it will bring to the route, and the 
prospects for improving the facilities that 
are offered by this change.

Mr. Locker.' re- 
ceived a public school education in 
Bovina township, and remaine-1 on 
the farm until 17 years of age \vlwn 
he became engaged as a river dvivor 
and lumberman, which kept him oc- 
cupied for the next 14 years.
